O hio Senate's 
Disputed Seat 
To Be Vacated 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A special 
S enate co m m ittee today 
re co m ­ 
mended that the disputed 26th district 
seat be declared vacant and new 
elections held next year. 


The com m ittee report was released 
to newsmen but was not acted upon 
m om entarily 
becau se 
the 
two 
Democratic m em bers were in the 
office of Gov. John J. Gilligan confer­ 
ring on the adm inistration’s budget. 


The committee recom m ended that 
the seat be declared vacant as of Jan. 
1,1973, but said Sen. Gene Slagle, I)-26, 
Galion, should hold it provisionally 
until new elections are held in 1974. 
Slagle defeated veteran incumbent 
Robin T. Turner of Marion by 155 votes 
last November. 
Sen. Stanley R. J. Aronoff, R-8, 
C incinnati, said he expected the 
committee report to be acted upon by 
the full senate this afternoon. 
Republicans control the Senate 17-16. 
“The com m ittee 
feels 
that 
the 
provisional seating of Mr. Slagle until 
the Nov. 1974 election is reasonable,” 
the committee said in its report. 
“ It recognized the practicality that 
Mr. Slagle has been 
provisional 
sitting and gives a voice to the district. 
On the other hand it gives tile people a 
chance to remove the cloud from the 
1974 1972 election.”

Supreme Court decision declaring a 
sim ilar Connecticut statute un­ 
constitutional, according to a state 
official.

North Viet 
Harbors Back 
In Business 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Russian and 
other freighters have delivered well 
over 150,000 tons of cargo to North 
Vietnam since the United States sus­ 
pended minesweeping, Pentagon 
sources estimate. 


This suggests ship captains are 
confident the mines, laid by U.S. Navy 
planes as late as last December, have 
deactivated 
autom atically 
as 
American officials said they were 
l>reset to do. 


A Navy task force is expected to 
resume minesweeping at Haiphong 
and other North Vietnamese ports a 
few days after U.S. and Hanoi negotia­ 
tors reach agreement to carry out 
terms of the Vietnam cease-fire pact 
signed last Jan. 27. 


Tile task force of about 18 ships, 
which dispersed in late April, is 
reported to have reassembled at Subic 
Bay in the Philippines. 


Pentagon spokesman Jerry W. 
F'riedheim said a chief reason for 
minesweeping is to assure that the 
mines have deactivated. 


About 11,000 U.S. mines were 
dropped into North Vietnamese 
waters, principally in the approaches 
to seven North Vietnamese ports, but 
U.S. minesweepers exploded only one 
mine after clearing operations began 
at Haiphong on March 6. 
A minesweeping specialist said U.S. 
officials know that the North Viet­ 
namese earlier conducted some 
minesweeping at Haiphong, North 
Vietnam’s principal port. 
Within a few days of the start of the 
U.S. Navy’s mineclearing work in 
early March, the Pentagon reported 
the first Soviet freighter had entered 
Haiphong harbor since the mining 
during the previous May. 
The volume delivered at Haiphong 
still has not approached the 200,000 
tons a month which was the pattern 
before President Nixon ordered the 
North Vietnamese harbors closed in 
May 1972. But it appears to be moving 
in that direction. 


Bloodmobile Collections 
Low; Appeal For Donors 


In stressing the importance of 
Thursday’s visit of the Red Cross 
Bloodmobile, Phil Pfleeger, chairman, 
pointed out that the county now stands 
at only 93 per cent of quota for the year 
to date.

Phnom Penh 
Airport Hit 
By Rockets 


PHNOM PENH, Cambodia (AP) — 
Enemy mortars and rockets struck the 
Battambang airport Tuesday night for 
the second time since Saturday. The 
military command said three persons 
were killed. 


Sources in Phnom Penh said 
Communist-led insurgent commandos 
raided the airport after the rocketing 
and fought with government troops. 
Casualties were not known. 


I^ast Saturday, 50 mortar rounds 
struck the airport at Battambang, 
Cambodia’s second largest city, in the 
northwestern rice-producing area. 


The command said that shelling also 
killed three persons, wounded 16 and 
damaged two aircraft. But Phnom 
Penh sources said nine persons died in 
the attack, 30 were wounded and five 
military and two civilian aircraft were 
destroyed. 
Closer to the capital, government 
ground troops attempting to drive a 
large enemy force off Highway 4 killed 
30 enemy soldiers in fighting near the 
district town of Ang Snuol, 13 miles 
southwest of Phnom Penh, the com­ 
mand said. It listed government losses 
as 20 killed and 40 wounded.

The shortage of freight cars 
is one contributing factor, 
along with bad fall and spring 
weather, the commitment ol 
large quantities of phosphates 
to foreign buyers, diversion of 
natural gas into storage for the 
next heating season and the 
heavier fertilizer demand due 
to increased acreage. 
Fertilizer uncertainty adds 
one more complication to the 
1973 farm picture. Forecasting 
how much of what has been 
planted and what the likely 
harvest will be is especially 
hazardous at this point.

The Soviets need our grain and our 
technology, and their own position vis- 
a-vis tile Arab world is not too strong.

The world situation should make 
Brezhnev the supplicant. But Nixon’s 
enemies at home, in my opinion, are 
longing the Soviet leader here as a 
potential conqueror.

Speaking Of Your Health

I was told that my triglycerides are 
high and that I should go on a diet to 
reduce this. 
No one seems to know what foods are 
high in triglycerides. Is this something 
new? 
Mrs. R. MacL., Pa. 
Dear Mrs. MacL.: 
In a non-technical way, triglyceride 
levels in the blood are associated with 
high cholesterol. Both reflect the high 
intake of certain fatty foods, and are 
responsible 
for 
arteriosclerotic 
changes in the blood vessels. 
There are a number of genetic and 
medical reasons for high cholesterol 
and high triglycerides, but diet plays 
one of the most important roles. 
Diets that contain saturated fats, 
mainly in eggs, and in dairy and meat 
products, are to be avoided. 
Substituting polyunsaturated fats for 
these saturated fats can reduce the 
triglyceride level in the blood. 
Vegetable oils, safflower oil, corn oil, 
and soybean oil are good sources of 
polyunsaturated fats. 
Avoid coconut oil, chocolate, lard, 
shortenings, and dairy products except 
cottage cheese and skim milk. 
Shellfish are moderately high in 
cholesterol and should be eaten 
sparingly. 
While I am on the subject of 
triglycerides and cholesterol, let me 
emphasize that three factors are now 
considered to play the most important 
role 
in 
the 
production 
of 
a r ­ 
te rio s c le ro tic , 
c a rd io v a s c u la r 
disease. This condition has now 
reached epidemic proportions in the 
United States. 


C igarette sm oking, high blood 
pressure, and diets high in cholesterol 
are the cardinal offenders. 
It is most disturbing to find that 
coronary heart disease is occurring 
more and more frequently in the 
younger age groups because of 
disregard for the warnings against 
smoking, improper diet, and disregard 
for the early signs of high blood 
pressure.

Dear Mrs. K.: 
This is an interesting term of old 
Anglo-Saxon origin. It refers to the 
very first movements of the fetus in 
the mother’s womb. 
The mother usually becomes aware 
of active movements some time be­ 
tween the 16th and the 20th week of a 
normal pregnancy. 
“Feeling life” would be a more 
familiar way of describing this sen­ 
sation of “quickening.”

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Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal 
tax matters is

payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q.) I don’t think the agent who 
examined my return was right in 
disallowing some of my deductions. Is 
there anyone else at the IRS I can see 
about this? 
(A.) Yes. You may request a district 
conference to discuss the disputed 
deductions. The way to do this is 
described on the notice you received 
explaining the proposed changes in 
your tax. 
The conference provides you with an 
independent review of the questioned 
items. For more information, see IRS 
Publication 556, “ Audit of Returns, 
Appeal 
Rights and 
Claims 
for 
Refund.” It’s available free by writing 
your Internal Revenue district office. 
(Q.) I attended a $25-a-plate dinner 
for a local political candidate. Can I 
deduct this as a political contribution? 
(A.) Yes. This amount is eligible for 
deduction or credit as a political 
contribution, so long as the dinner is 
clearly in the context of a campaign of 
an announced candidate and is not 
primarily a device to confer private 
benefits in the form of meals or en­ 
tertainment to the contributor. For 
example, a traditional 
political 
testimonial dinner, where the meal is 
considered only incidental to the 
political speeches given for the can­ 
didate, would be eligible for the 
deduction or credit. 
You may deduct no more than $50 
($100 for married taxpayers filing 
jointly) or you may claim a credit of 
one half of the contribution not to 
exceed $12.50 ($25 for married persons 
filing jointly). 


IQ. > Does the IRS automatically 
impose a penalty on a taxpayer who 
underpays his estimated tax in­ 
stallment? 
(A.) The 6 percent estimated tax 
penalty does not apply if each in­ 
stallment is paid on time, and the total 
paid (I) is at least 80 percent of the 
amount due on the basis of the final tax 
return for the year : or (2) is at least as 
much as would have been paid based 
on the tax shown on your 1972 return; 
or (3) is equal to a tax that would have 
been computed using last year’s in­ 
come, itemized deductions or standard 
deduction and this year’s tax rates and 
exemptions; or (4) each installment is 
equal to 90 percent of the tax com­ 
puted, based on the taxable income for 
the months preceding the month in 
which the installment is due, as if the 
period was the taxable year.

(A.) In General, an unmarried 
minor must file an income tax return if 
she had gross income of $2050 or more 
during the tax year. However, if the 
minor had any unearned income 
during the year (interest, dividends, 
trust income, etc.) and another tax­ 
payer is entitled to claim an exemption 
for her, the minor must file if she had 
$750 or more in gross income. 
Your daughter would have had to file 
a return anyway if she wanted a refund 
of tax withheld from her earnings.

Is Fatal To 


Pedestrians 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Fifteen 
miles an hour is the threshold of death 
for pedestrians hit by cars, a Battelle 
Memorial Institute research scientist 
reported Monday. 
If the car is moving slower than 15 
m.p.h., the pedestrian may live. 
If the car moves faster than 15 
m.p.h., the pedestrian probably will 
die. 
That’s a central finding of the $40,000 
study done by John Herridge, chief of 
the Battelle thermal and mechanical 
energy systems division. He designed 
the study to find out how car body 
styles affect the severity of pedestrian- 
auto crash injuries. 
After battering two dummies 22 
times with a simulated auto, Herridge 
knows what car he wants to hit him—if 
he gets hit. 
“ I think I ’d rather be hit by a low- 
profile vehicle that hits me in the 
legs,” he said, if the car is moving at a 
slow speed. 
By low profile, Herridge meant a 
sports car, which does less damage 
when speeds are below 15 m.p.h. 
Over 15 m.p.h., pedestrians “ stand a 
better chance of surviving if they are 
hit by a highprofile standard car,” 
Herridge said, because they won’t be 
thrown into the windshield. 
Herridge began the Battelle study 
because “ there was relatively little 
being done to improve pedestrian 
impact.” 
“ We set out to provide a regulated, 
controlled methodology,” he said. 
He used an air-powered sled capable 
of accelerating a 10,000-pound load to 
71 m p h. in six feet. The sled func­ 
tioned as the car. He sent the sled 
crashing into two $5,700 dummies at 
controlled speeds, taking pictures of 
the impacts with three cameras 
recording 1,000 frames per second.

Agriculture Department says the 
number of cattle being fattened for 
slaughter increased one per cent last 
month and, by June I, was four per 
cent more than a year earlier. 
The June I inventory, made in seven 
major producing states, showed there 
were 9,455,000 cattle and calves in 
feedlots, compared with 9,391,000 on 
May I and 9,075,000on June I last year. 
But the USDA also reported Tuesday 
that placements of new cattie on feed 
in the seven states were down IO per 
cent from a year earlier. Sales of cattle 
for slaughter during the month also 
dropped four per cent from May 1972. 
Economists have blamed high feed 
costs for part of the cutback in feedlot 
placements. The availability of spring 
pasture also has been a factor. Instead 
of putting more cattle on feed, many 
stockmen are keeping animals on 
grass this spring and summer to put on 
weight at lower cost. 
The June I feedlot inventory in­ 
cluded cattle being fed in the following 
states, with their percentage change 
from a year earlier: 
Iowa, 1,875,000 head up 3 per cent; 
Nebraska, 1,499,000 up IO; Kansas, 
1.210.000 up 5; Texas, 2,252,000 up IO; 
Colorado, 930,000 down 9; Arizona, 
581.000 up 6; and California, 1,109,000 
down 2. 
Placements of cattle in feedlots 
during May increased only in Arizona, 
up ll per cent from a year earlier, and 
in California, up 12 per cent.

PALM SPRINGS (A P) - For the 165 
men, women and children who form 
the Agua Caliente Indian tribe, the 
measure of wealth is the right to enjoy 
the pristine naturalness of their 
wilderness canyons, eyed covetously 
by the National Park Service and 
scores of private developers. 
Since 1892, the Agua Calientes have 
been living on 32,000 acres of reser­ 
vation land, 6,700 acres of which fall 
within the city limits of Palms Springs, 
one of the world’s most exclusive 
resort areas. 
And for 50 years the small band has 
resisted the blandishments of the 
National Park Service, the state of 
California and private developers, in­ 
cluding Walt Disney, to sell or lease 
their canyon reserves. 
“ We like the canyons just as they 
are,’’ said tribal secretary Priscilla 
Pete, 28. “ We let visitors come in. 
Hundreds come through our gates and 
go up the canyons each week...the 
canyons are for our personal use, for 
our children to enjoy.” 
The Indians already derive large 
incomes from the land they have 
leased in Palm Springs for golf 
courses, plush spas and luxury homes 
for the winter use of the wealthy and 
the famous. 
Officials estimate Agua Caliente- 
owned land in Palms Springs to be 
worth close to $100 million, giving each 
member of the tribe a share value of 
more than $500,OOO. 
Many of the Indians now reside in 
expensive homes, some costing as 
much as $150,000, with swimming pools 
and lush gardeas. 
But the Agua Calientes are deter­ 
mined not to succumb to the lure of 
huge profits that could be theirs if thev 
permitted Development of the wil­ 
derness lands. 
“ The canyon reserve lands are in a 
sense sacred to our people,” said Tony 
Andreas, 34, a tribal council member 
and the tribe’s historian. “ We have a 
feeling for this land. This is where our 
forefathers lived for centuries. It is 
here they held traditional ceremonies. 
It is here that they lived and were 
buried.”

the area date as far back as 1922. The 
latest bid was made last December 
during a meeting betwen National 
Park Service and tribal officials. 
“ We’ve talked with Indians of other 
tribes who have worked with the 
National Park Service. They say the 
arrangement leaves much to be 
desired,” explained 27-year-old tribal 
chairman Ray L. Patencio. 
“ If we let the federal government or 
the state operate the canyons as parks, 
we would not be able to do the things 
we want to do with our land. De­ 
velopers have wanted to build resort 
hotels, golf courses, condominiums on 


canyon reserve land, but we’ve turned 
them down,” he added. 
The land itself consists of canyons 
named Palm, Andreas, Murray and 
Taquitz, threaded by snow-fed streams 
which cascade down the slopes of 
10.786-foot San Jacinto Peak, through 
narrow, rocky, gorges 
where the 
original version of the movie, “ Ix>st 
Horizon,” was filmed. 
Caves and canyon walls are adorned 
in places with prehistoric rock car­ 
vings, drawings and paintings and 
here and there are ancient Indian 
burial grounds. 
Visitors to the canyons pay an entry 


fee of 75 cents and they are given a 
descriptive booklet which says on the 
final page: “ A visit ...will provide you 
with a rare opportunity to observe the 
manifold beauty of God’s creations in a 
natural state. A thing of beauty is a joy 
forever.” 
. 
The Agua Caliente believe that their 
canyons provide an oasis of peace and 
serenity of inestimable value in a 
hurlyburly age. 
“ Man is running away trom nimseu, 
but not here in Palm Canyon,” said 
Patencio. “ Here, you can find a quiet 
place by a cool stream. Be by yourself 
and think.”

Tunnel Under 
Channel Eyed 
^P arliam ent 


LONDON (A P) — Cost estimates are 
rising by the minute as supporters 
work to move a much-discussed 
English Channel tunnel from the 
dream to the construction stage. 


An engineering report due for debate 
in Parliament later this week says it 
will cost $2,125 billion to have the 
planned twin railw ay tubes 
in 
operation by 1980. 


The tunnel would enable trains to 
whisk passengers, autos and freight 
between London and Paris in 2 hours, 
40 minutes, less than half the present 
time by rail and ferry. 


In 1963, experts had talked of com­ 
pleting the tunnel in the 1960s, at a cost 
of $470 million. 


High costs were one reason the 
British government delayed con­ 
struction then. The same argument is 
being heard now against the tubes. But 
supporters argue that, if Britain and 
France continue to hesitate, it will cost 
still more. 


A parliamentary green light is 
needed for the project to move for­ 
ward. 
The next phase is building of tun- 
nelheads and short pilot tubes near 
Folkestone, England, and at Sangatte, 
near Calais, France. 


During preparation of the latest 
report by one British and one French 
consulting firm, all the traditional 
arguments were raised against linking 
the two countries by undersea tube. 
And some critics came up with a new 
reason reflecting the times: 
The 
tunnel, carrying most of Britain’s 
trade with Europe, would become a 
target for terrorists, ranging from the 
Black September Palestinians to the 
Irish Republican Army. 


Over the decades, various proposals 
were shelved, mainly out of strategic 
considerations. The British always felt 
safer behind the large moat they call 
the English Channel. But this is 
illogical now that Britain has joined 
the Common Market, tunnel advocates 
say. 
There is still opposition to a tunnel 
from those who favor a bridge. But this 
would cost an estimated $5 billion.

W OOSTER, Ohio (A P ) - The 
American dairy cow of the future may 
feast on a steady diet of frozen hay, if 
research being conducted at the Ohio 
Agricultural Research Center proves 
successful. 
A four-man team of researchers 
have found that freezing hay and other 
types of forage reduces waste and 
increases 
protein. 
The 
more 
nutritional forage could lead to larger 
milk production, the scientists said. 
The team also has discovered that 
frozen hay could be a boom to hay 
growers. Farmers could reduce their 
harvesting time by half and even get 
an additional crop of hay from their 
fields. 
However, the researchers face a big 
problem—finding an economical way 
to freeze the hay and store it for later 
use. 
“ If this can be solved in the Midwest, 
where we have a 
problem 
with 


weather, it will have a dramatic effect 
on agriculture,’’ said Harold Keener, 
research team leader. “ It can increase 
nutrition, cut down field losses and 
increase total milk production.’’ 
Keener, a specialist in dairy housing 
techniques and time-saving devices, 
said the team has tried three different 
methods of freezing. 
One system uses blasts of 20-degree 
air to freeze the forage. In another 
method, 52 to 80 pounds of hay were 
frozen at 20 degrees in 12 minutes 
using a partial vacuum. This method, 
Keener said, would cost the farmer 
about $70,000 in new equipment. 
The third method involves forcing 
the forage through a 20-degree 
freezing chamber and extruder. The 
forage is then cut into one-inch cubes. 
Keener said his team favors this meth­ 
od, called conduction freezing.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
court has demanded an immediate 
study of environmental hazards of 
developing fast-breeder atomic power, 
which President Nixon has called the 
energy source of the future. 
The three-judge U.S. Appeals Court 
for the District of Columbia said 
Tuesday 
“ it 
is evident 
that 
the 
program presents unique and un­ 


precedented environmental hazards.” 
Citing the problems of handling 
some 600,000 cubic feet of concentrated 
radioactive wastes that would be 
generated by the year 2000 under the 
fastbreeder plan, the court said: 
“ These wastes will pose an admitted 
hazard to human health for hundreds 
of years, and will have to be main­ 
tained in special repositories.” 


Reversing a district court decision, 
the appeals court said the Atomic 
energy Commission must prepare a 
study of environmental impacts of the 
breeder- reacto r development 
program. 
The AKC had argued that an impact 
study was not needed until the breeder 
reactor program moved out of the re­ 
search stage and was on tiie verge of 


commercial construction, estimated 
around 1980. 
The Natural Resources 
Defense 
Council (NRDC), a citizens’ en­ 
vironment organization, which had 
sued 
the APX’, claimed 
the law 
requires an environmental-impact 
study early in the entire program. 
A fast-breeder power plant operates 
by generating plutonium-239, which is 


used as reactor fuel instead of uranium 
235, a scarce natural element used in 
present nuclear power plants. 
The problem is no atomic reactor 
uses up its fuel completely. Highly 
radioactive 
waste 
materials must 
periodically be removed and disposed 
of. And plutonium wastes would 
remain highly radioactive for hun­ 
dreds of thousands of year, posing 
potential long-range hazards.

Acting OEO Chief Serving Illegally, Judge Rules

WASHINGTON (AP) — A federal 
judge has struck another blow at the 
Nixon administration’s plans to shut 
down the Office of Economic Op­ 
portunity, but time and money contin­ 
ue to run out on the antipoverty 
program. 
U.S. District Court Judge William B. 
Jones ruled Monday that OEO Acting 
Director Howard J. Phillips is serving 


illegally, and enjoined him from any 
further actions in that capacity. 
OEO officials declined to comment 
on Jones’ action until they had an 
opportunity to read the decision. 
The decision opened the possibility 
that new legal moves would be made to 
nullify some of Phillips’ actions 
designed to carry out his presidential 
mandate to close down the agency. 


Judge Jones ruled that Phillips has 
served illegally since Jan. 29, 1973, 
saying that Nixon did not submit 
Phillips’ name to the Senate as 
nominee for director as required by 
legislation creating OEO. 
The ruling came in a suit filed by 
four Democratic senators, Harrison 
Williams of New Jersey, Claiborne 
Pell of Rhode Island, Walter F. 


Mondale of Minnesota and William D. 
Hathaway of Maine. 


In an earlier decision, Jones had 
ruled that the administration had 
acted illegally in ordering the closure 
of OEO without congressional ap­ 
proval. 


In that decision he directed Phillips 
to halt actions directed solely at 


shutting down the agency. 
But despite the judicial decisions, 
the agency has little chance to exist 
beyond July I, the start of the next 
fiscal year. The 
budget the ad­ 
ministration sent to Congress for the 
fiscal year asked for no new appro­ 
priation for the antipoverty agency. 
And, with no sign that Congress will 
defy the President and come up with 
funds to continue OEO, it appears 


virtually certain the agency will go out 
of business in two weeks. 
In messages to Congress following 
the start of his second term, Nixon said 
most OEO programs would be shifted 
to Cabinet departments.

Tolbert received an honorary doctor 
of laws degree from the university.

Trebonik told the board his wife 
called the service because his family 
had just moved to Mansfield and did 
not yet have a family physician.

Determine Home Security 


The threat of property loss and 
personal harm to the family has 
reached significant enough propor­ 
tions that every prudent head of the 
family should begin immediately to 
develop a home security program. 
At the start, rather than racing off to 
the nearest hardware store to pur­ 
chase the latest in locks and chains, 
the home owner should first think 
about this over-all program of 
security, decide the areas and degree 
of protection required and then begin 
immediately to protect the critical 
areas. Total protection is in reality 
impossible but a good program will 
protect the majority of assets. 
“Throughout history, the home has 
required the greatest amount of 
protection,” says Richard Post whose 
recent book “ Determining Security 
Needs” (Oak Publications Inc.) 
teaches business and industry how to 
audit security and develop plans for it. 
“ Tile cave was a form of home 
defense which the instinct of primitive 
man told him was necessary,” said 
Post. “ We evolved to the fortressed 
walls, the moat around the castle and 
the legions of warriors ready to defend 
the landowners* distress and sub­ 
sequently the legal process in­ 
carcerated the criminal.” 
Today, however, the role of the 
police has been seriously challenged 
first by the number of other-than- 
crime-fighting duties the policeman 
mast perform and second by the 
amount of people now involved in 
crime. 
“ Regardless of the root causes and 
the 
societal 
and 
governmental 
response for dealing with them,” said 
Post, “ the problem of providing 
protection for crimes against the home 
is a serious one to be faced by every 
home owner.” 
The first step toward adequate home 
security is to develop an over-a11 at­ 
titude about security. As part of this 
first step, you should investigate 
criminal statistics in your area. Talk 
with officers and find out what level of 
crime exists in your area based on 
police reports. You as a citizen have

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - “ They 
didn’t know what hit them,” Fire 
Commissioner Joseph Rizzo said of 
two firemen killed in a fire and ex­ 
plosion at a downtown plant. Thirty- 
eight persons were injured. 


The fire broke out about 9 p.m. 
Tuesday night at a printers ink plant. 
It engulfed two plant buildings, spread 
to a five-story furniture warehouse and 
threatened a row of houses before 
being brought under control early 
tixlay. 


At least 30 persons were reported 
evacuated and a large portion of 
downtown Philadelphia was cordoned 
off to traffic into the early hours today. 


John W. Welsh, 33, and Robert 
Malley, 37, died beneath the rubble of a 
cement block wall that was blown out 
as firemen tried to gain access to the 
blaze in the building housing the 
Frederick I>evey division of Cities 
Service Co. 


Several firemen were hit by the 
rubble. Three of the injured were 
firemen who were listed in serious or 
critical condition in city hospitals 
today.

“The second major step is deciding 
your vulnerability,” says Post. “ 'These 
are, for the most part, when you are 
not home, when members of your 
family are and you are not, and the 
proper storage of valuables.” 
As part of this over-all attitude about 
crime, you 
need 
to develop an 
awareness on the part of your family 
about crime and methods of con­ 
trolling. 
You may need to teach your family 
how to keep strangers out of your home 
when you are not present. You may 
have to teach younger children not to 
open the door to strangers if you are 
not present. 
But what happens when you are 
away? The basic step and one many 
homeowners forget is: lock the house 
up, secure the window latches, tell 
your neighbors you are away, make it 
look like you’re still home and notify 
the police when you go on vacation. 
Your vulnerability here is critical. 
You should do a survey of your house 
before you go on vacation. Make doors 
and windows burglar proof. Change 
your loekes if you’ve just moved into a 
home or apartment. 
Keep lower 
windows covered so outsiders cannot 
see it. 
'The third step is begin to protect the 
vulnerable areas. Install locks so they 
cannot In* forcibly opened. Decide on 
whether links alone will do it. You 
may want to purchase a home alarm 
system. “ One company has had great 
success in a Chicago area operation, 
trying home burglary, fire and panic 
alarms into the local cable television 
system,’* said Post. “ Using the same 
cable that brings television in to 
subscribers, it is able to install alarm 
devices and send alarms back down 
the cable to a central station where 
personnel are monitoring the alarm 
and calling the proper response 
team fire or police. We believe that in 
a number of years most homes will be 
protected by some kind of home alarm 
system.” 
Another company has installed 
computer systems at its central office. 
A subscriber's home is programmed 
into th<* system, and this programming 
includes safes and vaults, as well as 
doors and windows. If a burglar effects 
entry, a signal is flashed back to a 
computer. Instantaneously, the com­ 
puter transmits its information to a 
monitor. An attendant viewing the 
screen digests the information and 
alerts patrols and the fxilice.

(AP) — Skylab 
w hizzed over the northern half of Ohio 
Tuesday, its cameras clicking and 
sensors scanning to give men a better 
picture of what’s happening on their 
little blue planet.

It extended from a point 
south of Detroit, Indow Cleveland and 
Akron, directly above Pittsburgh and 
on over Washington, D.C., to the 
Atlantic Ocean.

microwaves and infrared radiation. 
Much of it, NASA said, was being tried 


iii space for the first time. 
“ A lot of the point of the project is to 
determine the quality of the equip­ 
ment. so we can plan for future 
missions,” a NASA spokesman said. 
But the projects also are gathering 
information on environmental quality, 
on agriculture and forestry and on geo­ 
graphic features useful for maps and 
in earth resource studies, NASA said. 


“ Do nothing if you are awakened 
from sleep and sense a burglar is in 
your bedroom.

One way to confuse this type of felon 
is to leave on a radio or two, a TV set, 
and even the airconditioner. If the 
burglar cannot be sure no one is at 
home, he will usually abandon his plan 
and look elsewhere for gain. 
And don’t feel to secure because a 
dog is guarding the premises. Most 
burglars know how to make friends 
with strange animals (usually a chunk 
of beefsteak or liverwurst), and there 
have been instances where a dog has 
been stolen right along with valuables.

$21.5 M illion 
Transferred 
For Pay Hike 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — The State 
Controlling Board has approved the 
transfer of $21.5 million to pay salary 
increases granted Ohio public em­ 
ployes last year. 
Transfer of $16.1 million in the 
Welfare Department and $5.4 million 
from emergency funds to the Finance 
Department were approved Monday. 
Board President Joel Taylor said the 
action was needed despite litigation 
which has held up raises because they 
exceed guidelines of the Federal Wage 
Board. 
He said the funds will lapse at the 
end of the fiscal year June 30 unless the 
board sends them to affected agencies. 
The Franklin County Court of Ap­ 
peals recently cleared the way for the 
pay increases but the federal govern­ 
ment asked the court to reconsider. 
That request is pending. 
Most of the welfare funds would pay 
retroactive wages due employes of the 
88 county welfare departments. 
Tile board also released more than 
$18.6 million for improvements and 
construction in the state’s higher 
education system. largest among this 
was $8.6 million for a new health and 
science building at the Medical College 
of Ohio at Toledo. 
Columbus Technical Institute was 
granted $4.1 million for a health and 
science facility. 
The board released $3.4 million for a 
library and learning resources center 
at the tarain County Community 
College, and $460,000 to complete the 
auditorium of the Clermont County 
Branch of the University of Cincinnati. 
Also approved was the state’s school 
foundation payment of $58.4 million for 
the month of June, and the release of 
$382,841 as the state’s share with local 
school districts in the purchase of 101 
new school buses.

Brandt Ends 
Successful 
Israel Visit 


.JERUSALEM (AP) - Chancellor 
Willy 
Brandt’s 
encounter 
with 
Premier Golda Meir has been like two 
people edging toward each other on a 
tightrope. 
Brandt has sought a balance be­ 
tween German guilt for its Nazi past 
and the need for Mideast stability to 
cement the detente of his bridge­ 
building policy to Eastern Europe. 
Mrs. Meir has searched for a road 
between memories of the holocaust lier 
people suffered and Israel’s need to be 
friendly with Germany. 
The first visit to Israel by a West 
German chancellor ended Monday 
after 98 hours. It was crowded with 
everything from top-level talks to a 
fishing trip on the Sea of Galilee. 
For Brandt, the trip has been a big 
success. The chancellor— in shirt­ 
sleeves at a kibbutz or silently 
mourning at a monument to holocaust 
victims—has endeared himself to 
many Israelis. 
One right-wing youth group followed 
him and demonstrated, as they do 
against all things German. But more 
significant were the thousands of 
Israelis who didn’t protest and waved 
to him spontaneously as he strolled 
casually about. 
In a cable to Mrs. Meir thanking her 
for her hospitality, Brandt predicted 
his visit would have “ a far-reaching 
effect on the future relationship be­ 
tween our peoples.” 
Brandt’s visit brought many small 
but telling breakthroughs. The Ger­ 
man anthem was played here for the 
first time. The German flag flew 
wherever he went. In Yad Vashem, the1 
national 
memorial 
center 
for 
holocaust victims, he read a psalm in 
German the language that the state 
radio banned for 22 years. 
He made it clear from the start that, 
although Germany remembered its 
past, it would not let it overshadow his 
modern diplomacy. 
From his visit, Jerusalem won 
renewed promises of German friend­ 
ship and understanding. But Brandt 
got at least as much out of it as the 
Israelis.

available," a British importer of 
American fabrics complained in 
London. 
A consumer boom in the United 
States has sharply cut back the flow of 
goods available for export to many Eu­ 
ropean industries. Anyone in Britain 
ordering U.S. machine tools, for 
example, faces delays up to 18 months 
in delivery. 
But selling in Europe is not always 
easy. Many U.S. manufacturers would 
have to retool their products for 
Europe where screw threads, for ex­ 
ample, are different. Most electrical 
equipment has to be for 220 volts 
rather than 110. Adaptation costs 
money. 
In Tokyo, another problem arises. 
Design can be more important than 
price. Japanese imports of U.S. con­ 
sumer goods are growing, but no one 
predicts an American sales bonanza. 
U.S. goods, like clothing and fur­ 
niture, are simply not being made in 
sizes that suit the Japanese. 
“ When Japanese department stores 
buy imported goods, design and 
quality are the most important con­ 
siderations,” says Tetsutaro Iida, a 
Tokyo chain store executive. “ Price 
comes last. 
“ American products are generally 
too practical or pragmatic, having less 
elegance and missing the fragrance of 
European products.” 
In Brussels, headquarters of the 
nine-nation 
European 
Common 
Market, officials say the United States 
is now selling more, but prospects are 
limited. This is partly because price 
has little effect on the sales of some 
key American exports to Europe. In 
these categories devaluation offers 
virtually no benefits. 
“ Nobody else makes Boeing 747s,” a 
Common Market expert explained. 
“ Die price doesn’t make all that much 
difference. If they cost 20 per cent 
more instead of 20 per cent less, the 
airlines would still buy them.” 
In this field, American sales to 
Europe depend more on developing 
new' technology than in lowering 
prices. In Rome, trade officials 
suggested U.S. prospects may be 
clouded by cutbacks in the space 
program, limiting developments in 
some high technology areas. 
Farm products are another im­ 
portant U.S. export to Europe, but 
again, price has little influence, this 
time because of trade barriers. 
When devaluation of the dollar last 
February reduced U.S. farm prices by 
IO per cent, the Common Market duties 
on farm produce went up by exactly 
tile same amount. 
Surveys in Britain and West Ger­ 
many showed that relatively few U.S. 
finns have lowered their prices 
because of devaluation. Some ap­ 
peared 
to 
consider 
informing 
distributors, and changing price lists 
more of a bother than the potential 
competitive advantage was worth. 
(rthers said increased costs of U.S. 


supplies, high shipping rates or added 
costs of operating in inflationary 
European economies have eaten away 
the benefits from devaluation and kept 
prices steady. Whatever the reason, 
some 
advantages 
offered 
by 
devaluation were lost. 
These reasons help explain why 
price cuts from a devaluation don’t 
automatical expand overseas trade. 
Yet all the evidence suggests that the 
U.S. trade picture is improving slowly. 
In April, the United States made a 
profit on its trade with the rest of the 
world of $196.4 million, according to 
U.S. official figures. It was the first 
U.S. trade surplus for any month since 
September 1971. Devaluation was said 
to be an important factor. 
About two-thirds of the 1972 U.S. 
trade deficit was with Japan, and the 
picture there is bright. Finance 
Minister Kiichi Aichi expects the 
United States will show its first 
monthly trade profit with Japan since 
February 1971 when the May figures 
come out. 
Often U.S. goods cannot compete 
abroad against locally produced 
rivals. In Britain, for example, 
Americans cannot outsell British 
goods. But U.S. businessmen are doing 
better against other foreigners like the 
Germans and the Japanese. Much of 
this is due to the devaluations. 
The various currency adjustments of 
the past two years have now raised the 
price of Hie German mark by 20 per 


cent against the dollar and the 
Japanese yen by 16 per cent. 
In 
the 
long 
run, 
however, 
devaluation may not be the most 
important factor in improving the U.S. 
trade picture. 
Inflation is now a worse problem in 
many European countries than it is in 
the United States. Some economists 
think this will eventually prove a big­ 
ger help to the U.S. foreign trade effort 
than the benefits from devaluation. 
Because economists generally have 
found that it takes about 18 months 
before the results of a devaluation 
become apparent, there are few hard 
figures to back up the reports of 
businessmen except for the April trade 
figures.
